politicans." But with that, he blast- 
ed his way into the governor's man- 
sion at Austin. 


Admitted His Failure 


His inaugural was held in the Uni- 


versity 
of Texas football stadium 


and the crowd was reported at 50,000. 
Two years later he ran again, using 
almost the same tactics, but adding 
to it the frank admission that he 
had been a failure and asking the 
people to keep him in office so he 
could whip the legislature and the 
"professional politicians" into 
line. 


Once more it was O'Daniel all the 
way. 


Last month, by a margin so nar- 


row (less than 1,100 votes) that it 
won't be official until another can- 
vass is taken, chubby, grinning show- 
man W. Lee O'Daniel won a U. S.
